of the Day .” Moreov er, the lady Is 
not performing tho feat for notoriety 
or any other g ain than that which 
ehe hopes to achiev e for all the world 
in the matter of 
knowing how the 
g eneral health may be increased. » She 
is ev idently a well-to-do woman, a« 
she will he accompanied on the ldke 
hy her own automobile, 
chauffeur 
and maid, and o correspondent who 
will g iv e the details of the trip to th<* 
press. Moreov er, she pay s all 
her 
own ex penses. 


The lady will walk the entire «1 is 
tance, not for spectacular purposes, 
hut as the most palpable way of ex 
hihlting to the world that ono may 
underg o g reat ex ertion, and contin­ 
uous, like any other kind of labor, 
upon which a diet of meat or other 
cookied food Is ex cluded, and vet she 
does not a dv ocate the Idea that peo­ 
ple sooiild not eat cooked food.
